As to result the support given his 
"policy of fulfillment" diminished 
day by day. He admitted the col- 
lapse of this policy last summer 
when he announced that' the gov- 
ernment's 
slogan

"bread first, then reparations." 


Foreign criticism ,of the alleged 


weakness of the cabinet, emanat- 
ing from London as well as Berlin 
during the last few days, contrib-

is Urged at U. W. 


Deferred rushing and complete 


abolition 'of all "hot box" pledging 
was the essence of a report made by 
the committee on fraternity rushing 
at.a meeting of the Interiraternity 
council at the Delta Upsilon house 
last evening. 


The chief points in the proposed 


system of fraternity rushing as 
recommended by the committee are: 


(1) To supply the prospective 


student during the summer with in- 
lormation 
concerning 
fraternity- 


rushing and to warn him against 
"hot box" methods of pledging. 
Mimeographed sheets would be sent 
from the deii'n's office. 


(2) To postpone the pledging of 


any rushee until the third week, af- 
ter the opening of the semester. .No 
rushing is to be hald durinjr'the 
first three weeks with the exception 
of smokers to be held at -the vari- 
ous fraternities. The smoker'would 
be open to all new university men, 
and would provide an opportunity 
for upperdassmen to welcome new 
men to the university. 


The committee hopes to obviate 


dissatisfaction caused by too hasty 
decisions both Or, (he part of the 
fraternity and the pledge by the use 
of such a method as outlined last 
night. 


Tho recommendations of the com- 


mittee are to be discussed at the 
respective fraternities and a pro- 
gram for better methods of fratern- 
ity rushing will be worked out at 
subsequent meetings of the council.

The Internationalism of Music. 
The arts, especially music, are the 


great international languages. Most 
of us know 
Greece 
through 
its 


sculpture and architecture; 
Italy 


primarily means painting and mu- 
sic to the woi'ld-Dt-larg.e; during the 
great war the product of Germany 
hardest for us to relinquish was its 
music; thousands of people in other 
lands have learned to know Amer- 
ica through the ti--- rill of our mu- 
sic, which is but the beginning of 
the great flood which shall eventual- 
ly flow from our composers. 


Foster—A Potential Genius. 


From certain points of view Steph- 


en Collins Foster might be called the 
American Schubert. If he had been 
born into the 
musical atmosphere 


which 
surrounded 
Schubert, 
he 


might have developed his unusual 
melodic gifts beyond the compara- 
tively simple stages of a writer of 
peoples' songs. 
Possibly he had as 


good a start, as Schubert did, but he 
went only a small portion of tho 
road which Schubert traversed 
far. 


Foster, however, had one gift which 
was denied Schubert. 
Practically 


everything to which Foster's name 
is attached 
is 
completely 
his— 


words and music. So aptly does one 
reflect the other, that it is easy to 
believe that Foster's songs come to, 
his mind as complete inspiration. 


Unusual Wealth of Material. 


"Come Where 
My 
Love 
Lies 


Dreaming" at first hearing aston- 
ishes the person who knows only the 
more common Foster, songs. Prac- 
tically all of them—such as "Old 
Folks at Home," 
"Old 
Kentucky 


Home," '"Massa's 
in 
the 
Cold 


Ground"—are constructed from two 
little melodies, the first one appear- 
ing several times, sometimes iden- 
tically, 
sometimes 
with 
slight 


change. 
Today's composition is as- 


tonishing in that it contains no loss 
than seven musical ideas distributed 
through the 13 parts. 
By its va- 


riety- of phrases which portray the 
changing suggestions of the 
text 


moro closely tharj is done in a folk 
song, it approaches the status of an 
art song. Foster, however, did not 
allow himself to 
depart 
entir«'-- 


from the principle of 
repetition, 


which mu?t always finire largely in 
people's songs. 
Of the 13 
selec- 


tions, four are. exactly the same. 
The listener will find the analyzing 
of the form of this composition a 
delightful but somewhat 
puzzling 


procedure. This song is recorded on 
Edison, No. 83078; Columbia, 5779; 
and Victor, 64423.

The Resourcefulness of (he Piano. 


We hear the piano played so of- 


ten that we frequently, forget the 
wonders of the instrument. 
What 


a. band or orchestra needs 
many 


different instruments 
and players 


to do, can, to^ a. great extent; be 
done Ly the piano with a 
single 


performer. 
The piano can render 


many parts and can 
suggest the 


tones of many instruments. Much 
of the extraordinar • development 
of piano music is due to the com- 
poser of today's selection. 


A Patron of Musicians. 


Franz Liszt (1S11-1S85) was a 


Hungarian, and to this 
ancestry 


doubtless owed his strong emotion- 
al . life. 
He was the most capable 


pianist of hip century and was a 
worthy composer in many branches 
of music. 
His piano pieces appear 


on every artist's program, for they 
display piano and 
performer 
at 


their best. 
But he won a unique 


place in music through his gener- 
ous heart. 
Although 
himself 
a 


composer and performer of the first 
rank, he seemed entirely free from 
jealousy and petty feeling, even of 
men who sought to rival him. He 
wns always ready to aid other mu- 
sicians with money, 
appreciation 


and instruction. Many ariists were. 
the recipients of his goodness. Rich- 
ard. Wagner could probably never 
have accomplished what he did had 
it not been for the help of his friend 
Liszt. 


Food for the Imagination. 


This Liebenstraum 
(Dream 
of 


Love) is the third of several com- 
positions of the same type which 
Liszt wrote. 
It is a song without 


words which leaves much to the 
imagination of the listener. 
Be- 


ginning with a simple, warm, ten-

stant menace of the Bolsheviki along the east- 
ern frontier and the even more threatening an- 
tagonism of Germany on the wsst. 
Germany 


will never forgive Poland for her independence 
and she. makes her resentment felt in many 
ways in the course of trade relations." 


Before leaving Poland Phillips received three 


decorations for his services there since the ar- 
mistice, the "Polonia Restitute." the "Cross of 
Valor" and the "Cross of Merit,'1 for humani- 
tarian work among Polish children.
